Tr is desirable to place in a clear light the 
reason which appears to oxist for objecting 
to the present Commission to enquire inte 
the Prlica Force, in order that we may not 
appearto be inconstent in having at first 
approved of it: much more than it was Pos- 
sible todo at asubsequent-stage,-That-reason- 
is plain enough, and we certainly hoped it 
had ben stated with sufficient clearnoss to 
‘avoid misapprehension, which doos not, how- 
ever, oppear to be the case, When the Com- 
thission was instituted, it waa perfectly ob- 
vious that it was not tho kind of Commission 
asked for by tho momorialists, but it was 
thought that it had the sanction of the Nome 
Goverment,ond consequently the public were 


. indiszosed to quarrel with the form, so long |’ 


as they obtained the substatice. On the pub- 
licaticn.of the récwmé of the reply from the 
Colonial Secretary, however, it became elear 
that tho Commission emanated entirely frou 
Sir Ricuaxnp MacDonneta, ond had obtained, 
not tho active approval, but the passive ac- 
quiesconce, of the Homo Authorities. This 
aequisenco amounts no doubt’ to what is. 
known in official parlance as being an “ ap- 
proval,” but it is clear that no approval in 
the ordinary acceptation of the word was 
given, inasmuch ex tho appointment of any 
Commision’during Sir Riczarp’s term of) 
office was diametrically opposed to the views 
deliberately expressed by the Earl of Kiuser- 
LEY. 

Upa this ground we modified the opinions 

previously expressed, and it will bardly be 

s held that the altered state of the case was 
not suficiont to justify that course. It was 
assuredly not to be assumed at first that Sir 
Ricussp MacDonneu. was acting contrary 
to tho view of the Government jn appointing 
tho Commission, and this fact naturally took 
the public by surprise when it came out. 

‘Tt now argued by the supporters of the 
Govemor that an ImperialCommission would 
be ‘far more than. the occasion requires—an 
argumont which is somewhat inconsistent on 
the pirt of those who were fully in favour’of 
the enurie originally adopted at the public 
meeting, at which the memorial was drawn 
up, But this is not tho point upon which our 
arguumts are based. The form of the Com- 
mission is not of very great; importance, but 
it is of vital importance that the proceedings 
should have the full sanction and concurrence 
of the Home Government; that is to gay, 
that the zeport of tho Covamiasion should he 
a report to them, and shoyld be investigated 
and atimated by them, instead of, as will 
be thi case, in consequence of the proceed- 
ings emanating: entirely from Sir Ricuarp, 
being the basis’ of a report which he. will 
makelo.the Home Government, and which 
will olcourse set the matterin alight, at least 
as farourable as is justifiable, to the system 
inaugurated by Sir Riczarp himself, which 
system, on account of its defective’ working, 
it, wai tho object of the public mocking to ex-

issued by Mr. TeNngrNs, who went out to

-He fairly 
recognises that the matter.is one surrounded 
with a groat. deat of difficulty, but be does 
not on that account lose sight of the idvan- 
tages which may be brought about by its 
being proporly regulated. | This is ny doubt 
the manner in which questions of this nature 
should be trested.. General principles, how- 
ever good, are aptto he carried te absurdi- 
ties; and this has most certainly been tho| 
case:ig- the usual run of arguments: with 
regard to the Coolio question ; as while the 
abuses are to bo deprecated, it cannot be over- 
looked that great good is to be derived from 
Chinese emigration, both by the relief which 
it. must afford to an overpopulated. country, 
andthe material good which maybe derived 
from the coolies’, Inbour both to themselves 
and to the countries which they sid in 
developing. The problem, therefore, which 
has to be solved, is that, uot of suppressing 
Chinese emigration, but of putting it, if 
possible, upon a proper footing.. It is not 
necessary io throw -aside good opportunities 
for the men themselves. and waterial ad- 
vantage to the world yenerally, beeause there 
happen -to be special abuses’ connected with 
the triffic in special places-—abuses which ara 
caused by circumstances qnita apart from the 
traffic itself. 

Th fact a very large part of the diffi- 
culties which. have arisen in ‘connection 
with these most vexed questions connected 
with China—the Opium traffic, the Mission- 
ary queation, and the Coolie emigration— 
is traceable at least in a great degree to ons 
common cause—the dofectiveness of the Chi- 
nese administration. 'Wete China only fairly 
ruled, the Government could decide whether 
they were really called upon to attempt the 
suppression of Opium smoking; and if they 
felt it was their duty they would beable to 
enforce their: regulations in the countty. 
The Government, if it possessed almost the 
minimum of ruling powor which can bo con- 
sideted to constitute’ a government at all, 
would not seo any great political danger in 
the propagation of Christianity in a reason- 
able way, and would be able by internal lawe 


‘This sort of property 
gives no rental, but causes expenses, and the

‘but possibly he has heard-the names of the 
several localities in the interior whero the 
Catholic “Missionaries have thoir immense 

ropérty. Could he give the names of these 
[realities ? Sir’ Rutherford is not. pleased 
with tho Catholic Missionaries claiming back 
the houses and land which belonged to them 
before the persécution, by virtue of the right 
given them by treaty, but the comparison 
he makea'does not apply to the case. - It 
cannot be.said ‘to the Christian Chines: 
“You weré.formerly Catholics, but now. you: 
are not.” The Catholic Communities have 
always existed. in China since the time of the 
laet persecution, . Tho Catholic Communities 
claim back their Churches, their Orphanages: 
which were taken away from them not be- 
cause they ceased to be Catholics, but. because 
it so pleased.a tyrannical and cruel. Govern. 
ment; aud the French treaty provides that 
if tha Chinesa Government cannot restore 
the sama localities they shall give com- 
pensation in money, In other words, the 
Chinese, instead “ef paying so much 
the French Government as a war indom- 
nity, shall give part of it tothe’ Catholic 
‘Missionaries, for whose sake France mado

We quite agree with the Committee that 
there bas beon great abuse of the word “ en- 
force.” - Do-wo.really onforco a religion on 
tho Chinese by exacting from their Govern- 
ment liberty to the Missionarieg to preach ? 
Do we force the Chinese to become Christians 
by merely preaching to them? Could any 
case be adduced in which even the Roman 
Catholic Missionaries, backed bythe French 
Protectorate, have made use of any threat or 
physical force to make converls against their 
will? Has any Chinese‘up to the: present 
time come forward to complain that he bas 
been forced to profess the Catholic religion? | 
If- preaching tho Christian doctrine means 


-[forving the natives to-become Christians, iho 


Ohly plan to prevent anything being enforced 
‘on the Chinese is to forbid the Missionaries 
tg go to Chinn. Such is-the logical argu- 
ment of the wise Committee. But does Sir 
Rutherford really believe that in the present 
advanced state of civili¢ation we could forbid 
the Missionaries to resort. to China? He 
could not admit it, bub. something. he wants 
to get.. What do you want. then, Sir Ru- 
therford ? asks the Committee. I want, seys 
the great'diplomatist of the ninateenth con 
tury, te saérifice the converts to the Chi- 
nese Government, and as I have: told you 
defore that were the Chinese left unfettered 
by treaty obligations they would exterminate 
every Missionary and every convert, Leing 
under the impossibility of doing. away with 
Missionaries, I want at least. to be gratified 
with seeing all the converts hung up, and to 
It aed Chinese ‘Government display. all.'the 
harbarities and cruelties for which they aro 
already distinguished. In this way the great 
Representative of ‘civilised. England - would 
advocate in China whathis colleaguesinJapan 4 
endeavour to do away with, and condemn 
in the most indignant terms. Sir erford 
might have stopped here, but he wants to 
igay more. He gave us to understand in 
hig last words pronounced before the Com- 
tittee that there are sume other points in 
the treaty which should be modified, because. 
they have beon imposed on the Ohinese by 
force. What does ha want more? Doca he 
want to abolisk the treaty? European mer- 
chants set up trade in the ports backed by 
gun-boais.- Every step we have made in 
China has been accomplished through force. 
If, then, we should be logically consistent with 
Sir BR. Algock's principles, weshould pack-up 
our things, and leave Ching entirely to the 
Chinese. Merchants should look upon this 
as another proof that the. Missionary ques: 
tion cannot be separated ‘from-tho European. 
question. Wero we-to yield now to the pre- 
tensions of the Chinese Government with 
regard to Missiowsriee, we should open the 
way tothe Chinese to-ask the same with 
regard to all Europeans in China.

INSURREOTION IN MANILA.

A: Court was: beld at the British Coneulate 
on 2nd instant to enquire into’ the circam- 
atancea reluting to the loss of the Br 
steamer Orphan, - Tho following is a condensed 
acooant of the. wost_ important. particulara 
whioh transpired during the investigation. 

Thomas Brown, muster—The Orphan left 
Kobé on tho 9th instant, arid weather more or 
ess thick—was-oncountered-daring 
On the llth, about 7.80 p.m., the pilot struck 
the gong to stop tha engines, intending to 
anchor for the nigbt, as the evening was rather 
foggy. The fire was first’ discovered at the 
time hy. tha chief officer; who went below to 
superintend- getting the chains ull dear. On 
fiuding a strong amell-of, fire ho immediately 
entue on deck to raise the alarm, and to report 
the circumetanca. The “enzineer who heard 
the ‘alarm immediately took stepe to forew.on 
the fire howe, Witness, who was steering in 
the wheel house at the time, aleo heard “the 
report, aad on opening the door found the 
flames and aoke ascending through the main 
deck ao dense as to prevent him from gatting 
aft, which left bia ‘uo alternative bab to les 
overboard and get into the ateam lannoh, whieb 
was then boing towed astern. 

Pater Guineron; - mate, corroborated 
Oaptain’s statements, ind stated that after 
reporting what he bad discovered to the en- 
gineer,the litter. went below to screw on tho 
fire bose. The smoke nud flames ut that time
